There 
were some fierce and desperate acts on the 
programmes, too—not counting the avowed 
**chasers”; but these he has happily forgotten. 

Among the most noteworthy and valuable 
specialties of the continuous vaudeville houses 
—Keith’s, Proctor’s, Tony Pastor’s—are the 
‘*top-line” sketches, comediettas and mono- 
logues, which serve as vehicles for the numer- 
ous actors, actresses and singers whose celebrity 
was originally achieved in the regular theatres, 
perhaps even in the “‘ legit.” These little pieces 
merit toleration and encouragement — if not

always for themselves, at least for their clever 
interpreters and for their authors, who are as a 
rule fledgeling dramatists. In European capi- 
tals this sort of thing serves as a stage nursery 
and for breaking in many a talented literary 
colt. Here a one-act play is considered as much 
a drug on the market as a five-act tragedy in 
verse. 

Some of the vaudeville offerings in this line 
which are recent enough to be at the present 
writing unforgotten are Minnie Duprée’s sym- 
pathetic bit, ‘‘ Cinderella at the Phone”; Syd- 
ney Drew’s ‘‘ When Two Hearts are Won,” 
the very title of which, in its ghastly play upon 
words, betrays a plentiful lack of wit some- 
where; Katharyn Osterman’s ‘‘ Editor,” who 
wouldn’t last a minute on JUDGE; and a rather 
wobbly four-cornered sketch called ‘‘ The Sur- 
prise Party,” which commendably employs in 
its female réles the dainty Blanche Homan and 
the emotional Grace Belasco. 

But the cleverest act of all, according to 
JupGe’s decision, is that of Mlle. Marzella’s 
cockatoos. There is not a word of dialogue— 
an enormous advantage to begin with. There 
are some very pretty birds in the company, but 
they attend strictly to business, are never stuck 
on themselves, and do not ogle the audience, 
While they make no pretense of being singers, 
yet their voices are not a bit more raucous than 
those of certain tenors, baritones and sopranos 
| who are occasionally turned loose on the same 
| stage.
